ARBITRATION COURT IN TRADE DISPUTES. 


The International Chamber of Commerce has just perfected 


plans for the establishment of a Court of Arbitration for com- 
mercial disputes. This plan represents two years of careful study 
by experts. 
The proposed trade tribunal is independent of all 


Government agencies. 
It bas long been recognized that owing to the differences in 
language and laws, the great distances involved, and the. limita­ 
tions on means of communication, the ordinary legal procedure in 
settling disputes between nationals of different 
countries 
is 


fraught with extreme difficulty, expense and delay. 
The Chamber of Commerce of the United States has made 
considerable progress in facilitating the settlement by arbitration 
of disputes arising between business men in this country, and 
also between those of this country and certain South American 
countries. 
It is believed the establishment of the court of ar­ 
bitration will result in a service of incalculable benefit. 
To bring the court to the attention of business men through­ 
out the world, the Executive Committee has recommended that 
all traders insert the following clause 
in 
their 
international 


contracts: 
“The contracting parties agree to submit to arbitration, in 
accordance with the arbitration rules of the International Cham 
ber of Commerce, the settlement of all disputes in connection with 
the interpretation or the execution of this contract.”
